§) T is one of the Precepts of old 
Osporn,inhis Advice to a Son: 
* Condenm none with too much 
a‘ Severity, you find in never 
* fo palpable an Error of Judg- 
HS ment or Manners (which for 
* the moft Part are merely re- 
4‘ {pective to Time or Place) 
3 * left you fhould bait a Trap 
‘ with a Precedent ftrong e- 
* nough, one Day, to catch 
© yourfelf.’ 

Mankind are generally fo far from conforming to 
this Rule, that they condemn in others what they are 
already Precedents of themfelves: They are not only 
free from any Precaution concerning what may bereafier 
be remembex’d, but they pay little Regard to what, 
if they {peak in Company of Perfons acquainted with 
their Failings, may be immediately with Juitice retorted. 

I have read formewhere of Puitip of Macedon, that 
while his Court was full of Difenjion, both his Wife 
‘and his Son being at Variance with him, he enquired 
of a Corinthian, who came to pay his Refpects to him, 
whether the Grecian States were in Cnity together, in- 
tending thereby a Sneer upon their Divifions. Your 
‘Majefty certainly, anfwer’d the Greek, is a very fit Perfon to 
put this Sarcaftical Queftion, when you cannot preferve Har- 
“mony in your own Family. 

"Were nine in ten of the profée/s’d Criticks, whether of 
“Literature, Genius, or Life, to be treated in this Man- 
ner, I am apt io think, if they had any Modefty, they 
would be put to fome Confufion. Caro the Cenfor, 
the conftant Declaimer againft the Vices of the Romans, 
muft have made a very odd Figure even among the 
Plebeians, if one of them had taken the Liberty to tell 
him of his Ufury. 

Of the Criticks in J/ritirg we find very few, and 
thofe too the beft-natur’d ef their Kind, who come up 
zo Mr. Pope’s Defcription. 


Let thofe teach others who Tlem/elves excell, 
And cenfure freely, who have written well. 


Zoirvs, the fplenetic Carper at HomeER, has not 
left any Thing to compare with the leaft of HomER’s 
Performances: And Drnnis, who in modern Times 
xeviv’d the Character of the fharling chi Greek, had in 
himfelf few of thofe Lycellencies, tho’ he profefs’d to 
aim at them, which he fo readily found the Want of 
in others’ RymeEr, the Critick of SHAKESPEAR, 
was a worfe Poet than even DurFeYy. Morosvs, 
now living, is of the fame Rank with thee; yet is 
he perpetually tearing 10 Pieces our Mittons, Dry- 

* pENs, Appisons, Pores; fhewing you Specimens 
of their Works anzended by himfelf, and repeating his 
own Originals as the mot unqueftionable Siandards of 
Sublimity, Puriry, and Correctnefs. 

On the other Hand, it is an Honour to the Name 
ef Critick that it has been borne by fuch Men as Arts- 
TOTLE, Cicero, Horace, QuinTILIAN, Lon- 
Ginus, Borreau, Roscomon, ard Pope, who 
were themfelves all fre If riters, and confequently pafs’d 
their Judgments with Candour and Tafte, free from 
Abufe and Inve@ive. We may look upon fuch Men 
to be what very cvife and geod Men are in civil Society : 
Thefe will reprehend Vice and Folly where they per- 
ceive it; but they do ir with great Caution and Ten- 
dernefs, mixing -ddvice with Reproof, and recommending 

-the moft amiable Lxamples for linitation. It grieves 
them to the Heart that there fhould be Occafons even 
_ for this, whereas Orcafions are What your rigid Cenfors 
hunt and gape after. A modern rfo-ming Conflable or 





B trading Fuftice is about as much like the citious Man 
X have in “Idea, as one of our fyf Clafs of literary 
Criticks is like one of the / ater. 

When thefe fee an excellent Piece, notwithftanding the 


Blemithes infeparable from human Nature, they can 
fay to the Author, in the firft Raptures of their En- 
joyment, as the good-natur’d Colonel CODRINGTON 
fays to his Friend Dr. GarTua: 


I read thee over with a Lover’s Eye; 
Thou haft no Faults, or I no Faults can {py : 
Thou art all Beauty, or all Blindnefs I. 


And if they find, upon a cool Revifal, 
Something to blame, and fomething 10 commend, 


it is no more than they expected: True Tafte will lead 
them to wonder there is fo much of this, asd fo little 
of that. But their Oppofites, the Criticks of the Town 
(as the Colonel exprefles it in the fame Poem) 


By Rules to all, but to themfelves, unknown, 
Will damn this Verfe, and juttify their own. 


I am digrefs’d a little from my Purpofe, by faying 
fo much concerning Cenfors in Learning ; what I had 
chiefly in View having mote a Refpett to Life and Afan- 
ners, and to the Condemnation that Thoufands bring 
upon themfelves by whet they fay of orbers. 

We are fo prepidiced in ovr ewm Favour, that we are 
apt to think our Faults conceaf’d when really they are 
not fo: And if we reflect a Mule, why fhould they ? 
It is great Vanity to think one’s felf more fharp-fighted 
thin thofe we cenfure, and that offers have not as much 
Circumfpeflion and Severity towards ws, as we know 
in our Confciences we have towards them. Every one, 
indeed, is not equally forward to declare his own Obfer- 
vations upon his Friends (and they are the beft Men 
who are not;) but Provocation will do a great deal with 
even the fofteft Tempers; and they who are fure they 
fhall not be lafh’d offenfively, ought to be very careful 
they do not lay themfelves open to Reprifzis. Very 
paflable Charaéters have been ruin’d by a Neglect of 
this Max'm, which, in our prefent State of Weaknefs nad 
Infirmity, cannot 10 any Afan be unworthy of Regard. 

I have kaown a very fore? Man, in the Eftimation 
of the World, who, upon a fmall Breach with a Friend 
he had long trufted, and been trufted by, has been fo 
weak as to expofe the moft trivial Failings of this, per- 
haps injur’d, Acquaintance. But what has been ‘the 
Confegquence ? The Party betray’d has difcover’d greater 
Mifcarriages, of the fame Kind, and with better Evi- 
dence, in the Accuer, who has thereby been doubly burt 
on Account of his former Malignity. 

Some few indeed there are, to whom a Fr:endhhip 
once contracted is fo very facred, that no Injury receiv’d 
can provoke them to Retaliation: But of thefe few in- 
deed are to be expected 5 and if they were more, the 
Folly and Difhonour is not the lefs to put them to the 
Trial: Nay it is greater, in the fame Proportion as 
the Character of a faft, tho’ difgufted Friend, is more 
valuable than that of an #fidions Shar derer. 

But the beft Rule of all would be, never to throw 
an Occafion of Scandal in the Way of any Perfon. I do 
not mean fo much to conceal from Friends the Faults we 
commit (tho’ even this is prudent if we at any Time 
fall into Faults that merit fevere Reprehenfion) as to 
be fo careful of oxr Conduct as not to draw Reproach 
from our own Confciences, when generally we fhall avoid 
it From every one elfe whofe Report can much affect us. 
Sometimes I own it happens, that a Character falls unde- 
fervedly into Difrepute thro’ unlucky Circumftances: 
But this is feldom of long Continuance, Truth having 
an extraordinary Power of revealing herfelf at one 
Time or other. 

She has fo in Refpe& of the bad Man who JSlanders, 
as well as of the ‘good Man who is (landered. How 
impolitic therefore isit in the former of thefe, tho” his 
Crimes fhould be at prefent conceal’d from the Publick, 
to run the Hazard of making himfe!f appear more odious 
upon the Day of Deteétion ? 

GLoORIOSUS wasa xew Aan in the Country where 
he came to fettle: All that was there known of him 
amounted to this, that he had acquired a great Fortune 
by Meschandize, and was able to purchafe all ‘the E- 
{tates that came upon Sale in the Neighbourhood.” He 




















did fo in Effet, and in a few Vears became the moft 
diftinguifh’d Gentleman in five Miles round. A mighty 
Friend he was to the Poor, and a great Patron of Fuftices 
He enquir’d into the Frauds of ail charitable Foundations, 
was at Expence in correcting fome, and added to the 
original Bounty of others. He appremticed out feveral 
Boys, and was a great’ Declaimer againft thofe Gentlemen 
of good Eftates who did not the fame. To Opprefion of 
any Kind he gave no Quarter, and more than one Or- 
phan was oblig’d to him for recovering their Right.—~ 
At a proper Time, his Character being rais’d to the 
higheft Pitch, he deciar’d himfelf a Candidate for a 
neighbouring Borough. He was oppos’d ; and-unluckily 
it fell out, that a Friend of the Gentleman that oppofed 
him, who came down on the Occafion, remember’d he 
had known this good and chavitable Afan in the Indies, and 
that his whole Fortune was got there by the Guardian 
foip of a young Family, fome of which were then living 
Abroad in Mifery. 

Decoro had lived till near For'y with the Cha- 
racter of un/petted Chafity, and no Man was fo fevere 
as he upon the too common Foible of gay Young Fellows. 
He would tell Stories of the /amentable Confequences that 
had happened to lewd Livers, without the leaft Pity for 
the guilty Sufferers ; and with thefe, and his Reflections 
on them, would entertain a Company for a whole 
Evening.—But once it fell out among half a Dozen 
grave Citizens, of whom he had no more Sufpicion than 
he imagined they had of him, there was ome who had 
been equally culpable with himéelf, without making the 
fame Boaft of Virtwe. Tho’ this Man had hitherto al+ 
ways ‘conceal’d his own Failings, he could not bear this 
hypccritical Provocation, However, as he thought it pros 
per to have more than one Witnefs to attack fuch a Cha+ 
rater as. Decoro’s, he took Care the next time of 
Meeting to have two others, who had feen him in 
Houfes of i! Fame, but never betray’d him, as they ex- 
pected not to be betray’d when there feen. Tho’ he had 
ne Acquaintance with them, he knew their Faces when 
they came in, and refrain’d, comrary to Cuftom, from 
his flanderous Converfation—But.anon the open’d 
the Scene, convicted Decoro by the Mouths of three 
Witnef's, and made him ever after afham’d to thew his 
Head in the fame Company. 

Vinosus feldom itays above an Hour at a Sitting 
in one Houfe; but then he goes omt as foon as he has 
din’d, and is commonly broxght Home about twelva 
Wherever you fee him, he pretends Bajinefs, and can by 
no Means give you more of his Company, after lookin 
at his Watch, upon any Confideration. As few Men 
travel fo much in that Way 2s Vinosus, it was fome 
Years before his Haunts were pointed out ; and if an 
Acquaintance that us'd one of his Afferroon’s, happen’d to 
catch him at one of his Evening Howes, he never fail'd 
privately to make an Excufe, and fay how contr, 
avas to bis Cuffom to be abroad at that Time. At alf hig 
Offices between three o’Clock and f ven or eight, he took 
every Occafion to recommend Stbriety : At his eight and 
nine o’Clock Offices he talk’d little, and at his tem and 
eleven hardly any thing. But being caught two or three 
Times at thefe Places of Silence, and as thofe who knew 
him earlier fufpeded the Caufe, a merry Wag, upon 
whom he was daily fevere, {pent a_few Evenings to fol- 
low him, taking Care not to be feen. By this Means 
the Truth came out, and no Man is now fo ridiculous 
as Vinosus when he pretends to talk about Temperance 
in Drinking. E 

I could have mention’d many more Inftances of di% 
ferent Kinds, wherein great moral Criticks have made 
themfelves very contemptible ; but they will nor come 
within the Compafs of ene Paper.—Perhaps the Ladies 
pee I rae - here mention’d, may at fome time 
or other have a Speculation upon Criticifm in , 
but this I do not abfolutely peuunife. . ae Hrs

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Stockholm, Dec. 8. The Reduétion in the Treops of 
this Kingdom has been made in fuch a Manner, that 
they may be compleated again in lefs than fix Weeks: 
All the Officers are kept on Foot, though the contrary 
has been given out. 

Drefden, Dec. 15. We compute here that the Pruffians 
have loft 30,000 Men fince they enter’d Bohemia. 

Berlin, Lec. 22. The King fet out yefterday for Neifs 
in Silefia, in order to make the neceflary Difpofitions for 
repulfing a Body of AuftrianTroops that have enter’d the 
Upper Silefia in the Neighbourhood of Newftad. Or- 
ders are already iffued for a Body of 20,000 Men to 
march to that Side. His Majefty will ftay about a 
Fortnight in Silefia. ’ 

Caffel, Dec.zz. The Princefs Mary, Confort to Prince 
Frederick of Heffe, was fafely deliver’d of a Prince the 
roth Inftant. 

Hanover, Dec.22. All the Troops in this Electorate 
have receiv’d frefh Orders to hold themfelves in Readi- 
nefs to march. We begin to be a little eafy in regard to 
an Invafion, fince we have heard that the Allies are 
filing off Troops towards the Lower Rhine. 

Duffeldorp, Dec. 23. The French Troops in Wetteravia 
encreafe every Day by the Arrival of thofe that were on 
the Mayn, and the latter are replaced fucceffively by 
others from the Upper Rhine. 

Our laft Advices from Munich fay, that the French 
Troops quarter’d in Swabia, are to march forthwith for 
Bavaria, in order to reinforce the Imperialifts, who 
otherwife would be in danger of being overpower’d by 
the Auftrian Troops that are fpeedily expected from Bo- 
hemia in the Upper Palatinate. 

Paris, Dec. 18. Marfhal Count Saxe arriv’d here the 
13th Inftant from Flanders, but is to re.urn thither 
{peedily, and ’tis currently reported that he will not be 
idle this Winter. 

The Dutchefs Dowager of Ventadour, who was Go- 
vernefs to his Majefty in his Infancy, and afterwards 10 
his Children, died at Verfailles the 15ih Inftant, in the 
93d Year of her Age. 

Paris, Dec.18. It is faid there are Letters from Genoa 
which advife, that the Republick has juft fign’d a Trea- 
ty with the Envoys of France and Spain ; whereby it 
engages to furnifh the Infant with 20,000 Men, and to 
give him a free Paffage into Italy. 

Paris, Dec.23. It is faid that the Prince of Conti 
will command next Campaign on the Lower Rhine, and 
that Marfhal Maillebois will be fent to lialy. Orders 

have been fent into Dauphine, to fill the Magazines for 
an Army of 50,000 Men, whe are to march again into 
Piedmont, and act feparately, while the Spaniards and 
Genoefe endeavour in Conjunétion to ferce a Patlage 
another Way into Lombardy. 

Cologne, Dec. 25. The firft Column of the Hanoverian 
Troops, that are coming this Way from the Netherlands, 
arriv’d the 22d Inftant in the Neighbourhood of Neufs 
and Grimlinchaufen, from whence they are to proceed 
to the Confines of Wetteravia. 

The Emperor has fent to the Elector, our Sovereign, 
a Requifitorial Letter on Occafion of the March of the 
French Troops into Germany: This Letter is dated 
the 24th of November laft, and contains in Sub- 
ftance, ‘ That as the Territories of Juliers and Bergues 
© are threaten’d, and that his Imperial Majefty is 
© not able to fuccour them on Account of the great 
* Diftance his Forces are at, he had defir’d the Mott 
* Chriftian King to fend thither fome Troops, for 
* whom his Imperial Majefty demanded of his Electoral 
* Highnefs a Paflage through his Dominions, &c, 

The Elettor has likewife receiv’d a Letter from Mar- 
fhal Maillebois, dated the 18th Inftant, wherein his 
Excellency alfo demands a Paffage, and even Leave to 
fojourn in his Dominions with a Body of French 
Troops. We are ailiur’d that his Electoral Highnefs has 
nox only refufed the requefted Paffage, but has likewife 
declar’d, *‘ That if any Violence be ufed againft his Do- 
* minions, he is refolv’d to oppofe it, and for that Pur- 
* pofe make ufe of the Means warranted by the Laws 
* and Conftitutions of the Empire, &c. 

Haeue, Dec.27. General Smiffaart fet out yefterday, 
in order to go and take upon him the Command of a 
Body of 9000 Dutch Troops that are marching towards 
the Lower Rhine. This Corps will be join’d by 8000 
Hanoverians, 8000 Auttrians, 6000 Munfterians, and 
2000 of the Elector of Cologne’s Troops, making to- 
gether 33,000 Men, to whom will be join’d 7o0® Ha- 
noverians that are coming from the Electorate. This 
Army is to affemble in the Archbithoprick of Cologne. 

The Eftimate of the War for the next Year will be 
fent to the feveral Provinces in two or three Days, 

We are likewife told that fome of the Britith Forces 
will be order’d away to the Frontiers of Weftphalia.

Hague, Dec.27. Count Podewitz, Envoy Extraordinary 
from the King of Pruffia, has receiv’d Letters from 
Silefia, according to which, fuch Meafures have been 
taken, that the greateft Part of that Dutchy is fecur’d 
from an Invafion from the Auftrian or Hungarian Troops. 
The Pruffian Huflars have put to Flight feveral Bodies 
of Infurgants, that attempted to penetrate into the 
Country that lies between the Oder and the Neiffa. The 
Garrifons of Grotkau, Munfteaberg, Brieg, Schweid- 
nitz and Breflau, have been confiderably reinforced. A 
ftrong Garrifon has alfo been left at Glatz, with Artil- 
lery and Provifions enough to hold out a Year, if re- 
quir’'d. The new Levies go on in Silefia with all the 
duiccets imaginable, and it was reckon’d that all the 
Corps, of which the Pruffian Army confifts, will be 
compleated before the Month of March. The Lilt of 
that Army is made out for 95,000 Men; and as theCa- 
valry fuffer’d very much 1owards the Clofe of the Cam- 
paign, by reafon of the Scarcity of Forrage, Orders 
were iffued, even before the King of Pruflia fet out for 
Rerlin, to buy up, as foon as poflible, the Horfes ne- 
ceflary for remounting it. So ftands the Account of 
one of the foreign Gazettes. 

Hague, Dec.28. It is reported here, that Marfhal 
Belléifle, and the Chevalier his brother, were itopp’d, 
the zoth Inftant, at Elbingrode, in the Hanoverian 
Territories, and convéy’d to Ofterode, where the Re- 
gency of Hanover liave order’d them to be treated with 
all poffille Kegard. We expect further Particulars by 
the next Pott. : 

Florence, Dec. 8. M. de Braithwitz has inform’d the 
Regency, that he thought they had be ter Jet the Au- 
ftrian Artillery pafs thro’ this State, than keep ir depo- 
fited as had been refolv’d upon, adding, that fuch laf 
fage could not be conftrued asa Breach of the Neutra- 
lity, fince the like had seen granted to the Spaniards in 
1742, and that depoiiting the Ariillery would have 
been a great Lxpence to the Country 5 whereupon the 
Regency conformed to the Advice of tliis General, and 
the Artillery fet forwards on the 2d for Bologn. Since 
which the Prince of Craon has receiv’d a Leiter from 
the Marquefs dela Banditella, Conful of Spain and Na- 
ples, at Leghorn, demanding, by Virtue of an Order 
from the King his Mafter, * that not only the faid Ar- 
tillery whici@s enter’d into this State by Cortona, but 
likewife that which came by Sea witn the Hofpitals 
10 Leghorn, together with the Ammunition and war- 
like Stores of the Auftrian Army, fhould be depofited 
in the fame Manner as the Spanith Arullery and Am- 
munition had been done by the Kepublick of Genoa, 
at the Inftance’of Admiral Matthews,’ and concludes 
with faying, ‘ That if the Regency refufe to comply 
* with this Demand, his Catholick Majeity thould look 
* upon the Neutrality of Tufcany as broken.’ This 
Threat has caus’d the Regency to iake a Refolution of 
fufpending the March of the Arullery, and the People 
are in the utmoft Impatience to fee what Effeét this Re- 
folution will produce. The Engli:h Squadron, which: is 
return’d into the Seas of Provence, is going to lie before 
Genoa, in order to demand the Caufe of that Repub- 
lick’s Armament, and to take Meafures with the Court 
of Turin in Confequence thereof. 

From the London Gaxette. 

Conftantinople, Nov.9. Tie Haznadar, or Treafurer to 
the ‘Lurkifh Generaliflimo Achmet Bafhaw, arriv’d here 
lately from Cars, with a Confirmation of the good 
News which the Druggoman of the Port notified avout 
a Month ago, of the Snaugh’s Retreat from before Cars, 
But it is much difputed here, whether the advanced 
Seafon in thofé Parts, attended ufually with great Inun- 
dations, &c. or the Force of the Turkith Anns, have 
had the greateft Share in the Honour of this Ketreat. 
However, the Enemy’s being retir’d, gives great Satif- 
faction here, and they have exprefs’a it by firing of 
Guns for three Days together, all over the Port and at 
the Arfenal. 

Vienna, Dec. 16. General Marwitz is faid to have Or- 
ders to remain with the 6000 Pruflians under his Com- 
mand at Troppau. The Auftrians are faid to be in Pof- 
{eflion of the important Poft of Wart, behind the 
County of Glatz, in the Dutchy of Munfterberg, and 
Nadatti is at Landfhut in the Dutchy of Schweidnitz, 
whilit the four Regiments of Horfe A!tham, Balayra, 
Dermar, and Zoller, Pr.nce Efterhafi’s Kegiment of 
Huflars, and 15 Battalions of Foot, with the Generals 
Charles Palfy, Kalhreuter, Gelay, Defofii, Thungen, 
Leopold, Daun, Mercy, Marfhal, and Dourlach, are 
marching through Bohemia, fo as to enter into the Up- 
per Palatinate by the Beginning of the Year. General 
Bernclau has made a Mouton with another Corps, fo as 
to fecure a Paflage of the Danube above the Mouth of 
the Iffer, and to be in Readinefs to co-operate or join

A finall French Veffel is arriv’d at Southampton with 
Capt. Morecock (late Commander of the Prime Mini- 
fter Privateer) and other Englith Prifoners, from Mor- 
laix. 

A Cartel Ship from St. Malo, the Property of Capt. 
Young, Commander of the Kinfale Man of War, is 
arriv’d at Poole with 230 Englith Sailors (among whom 
is the Mafter of the Northumberland) after an Impri- 
fonmeat of feven Months, during which they were 
treated with the greateft Humanity by the French. 

On the t2th Inftant the Profpect of London was 
loft in a Road near St. Malo, and 143 Perfons (al Eng- 
lifh) drown’d.
